His service In the Senate, 
therefore, hardly amounted to 30 years, 
and at all events, Beaton concluded hi* 
service before King. Besides those 
menttoned> W. B Allison, of Iowa, will 
have completed 30 years of continuous 
service oo March 4, the same day 
which witnesses the close of Mr. Jones' 
Senatorial career. 

Mr. Jones was born In Kogland In 
1830, but cams to this country when be 
was less than a vear old. Be grew up 
lo Ohio, but went to California soon af- 
ter the discovery of gold there. Be ha* 
had various change* of fortune, having 
at one time worked with pick and shov- 
el, though he Is now understood to be 
quite wealthy. He has always ranked 
as a mao of ability and Is salj to be 
very popular with his fellow members 
Bis contributions to the literature of 
the currency question were regarded a« 
very valuable by those who agreed 
with him, though In the long run he 
found himself on the losing side. 

Though the father of the Senate, 
Senator Jono* Is considerably youoger 
lo years than several of hi* fellows. As , 
stated, he was born lo 1830. Mr. Pet j 
tus, of Alabama, who ha* just been re- j 
elected, was born in 1821, and Is the 
oldest mao in the Senate. Bis col 
league, Mr. Morgan, was born In 1824 
Senators Boar, of Massachusetts, and 
Hawlev, of Connecticut, were born In | 
1826: Platt, of Connecticut, and Stew- j 
art, of Nevada, lo 1827: Cullom, of Illi- 
nois, and Allison, of Iowa, lo 1829. The 
last named Senator Is equal to Jones In 
length of service, and ooe year older. 
There have doubtless been many oth- 
ers whose terms of service have ap- 
proached 30 years, but these named are 
all who have completed that term. — 
Courier Journal.
